ORDER 

In exercise of the cowers conferred by clause (3) of article 77 of the Consti¬ 
tution, the President hereby makes, with immediate eiTcct, the following amend¬ 
ments in the Government of India (Allocation of Business) Rules, 1961, namely:— 

In the said Rules— 

(A) in the First Schedule, 

foi entry A , the following entiy shall be substituted, namely: 

“4. Ministry of Defence (with a Department of Defence Production and a 
Department of Defence Supplies within the Ministry).’’ 

(R) in the Second Schedule, 

under the heading “Ministry o[ Defence”, after entry 20, the following sub¬ 
heading and entries shall be inserted, namely: 

“Department of Defence Supplies 

21 Planning for substitution of imnort requirements for defence purposes, 
particularly in the fields of electronics, instrumentation, vehicles 
and ship-building, and the preparation of detailed schemes in this 

regard. 
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22 . Implementation of such schemes through the utilisation of the indus¬ 

trial capacity in the country for research and development work 
and for manufacture. 

23. Coordination of scientific and technological research and development 

work in the country with the work of the Defence Research and 
Development Organisation. 

24. Any other matter that may be assigned by the Prime Minister from 

time to time.”
